JP91 54485 and JP91 03242 disclose a processed cheese-like food that is heated 
and emulsified at an upper limit temperature of about 120° C and then cooled (see 
corresponding abstracts). 

The recitation that the product is made by a new process, if the process were 
indeed new and patentable, does not render an otherwise unpatentable product new 
and patentable. The instant claim is a product claim and not a process claim. The
